In addition to the work in

prairie provinces new tracks are tie­ 
ing rapidly constructed in British 
Columbia. 
The Canadian Northern 
; has lessened its gap between ocean 
and ocean to 250 
miles by letting 
the contract for the construction of 
160 miles between Hope northward 
; to Kamloops. A force of 7,000 men 
I is expected to be at work on 
this 
j section w ithln a short time and 
the 
task must be completed within

I years. Construction w ork is nearing

No applications for discharge by 
purchase are entertained unless the 
applicant has served at least one year 
in the army. The price of discharge 
after one year's service is $l2fb The 
figure then decreases with each year 
of service as follows;

$85; five years. ISO; six years. $65;
